It was also 
provided that it there wa.s any dispute 
as to the (pialilieatioii of it m'eiubin-, it 
was to be decided by a jud^ce as to who 
was entitled to the scat, 'fliat law had 
been in force since coufeder.-ition, and it 
had boon re-enacted iit the last session. 
He was surprised and amazed wlieii 
he saw the names on tho division list 
in support . 9f. the .second reading of the 
bill. He was amazed to see men stultify 
an honorable record by giving their con 
sent to such A measure. The bill lind 
been pushed through with Indecent baste 
and contrary to alt constitutional pre- 
cedents anil it proiiosed to deprive the 
people of one of their most sacred rights. 
Mr. Heaven read the bill through, each 
section being received with groans mid 
hisses. If the bill, he continued, siniidy 
provided that election petitions should 
not be dealt with during the session, that 
was if it was a general proposition, he 
would give his coii.seiit to it. After tlie 
last election it was tho tir.st time that 
petitions had been preseuted against 
nearly every seat. If that was to ho 
the pi'ae(;iee it \voulil he well to have 
an act to prevent the he.iriii^? of petitions 
during the session.

No precedent for tin' aclioii of the gov- 
einment eould he foinid iu tlreat Itri- 
taia or any of the ibilisli riiloiiies. h'or 
years be had worked with .Mr. Seniliu 
and he was surprised to see him degrade 
himself hy ••dlowing such a measure to 
he inl roilueeil. for it. cinild nut have hcen 
iiilniiluced without his eunsent. llr w.is 
snriirised to see Mr. Seuilin allowing 
himself to he dragged down, as he w.is 
being dragged down by those who were 
his masters. He wonld he inor(> than 
suipris(.'d if Mr. Prentice accepted the 
seal. The government proposed to seat 
him by act of parliament. If they could 
scat him they could seat any ten men or 
nnseat ten men. He ■was not there as 
a supporter of any party but to uphold 
the rights that he and others liad fought 
for. The danger was great and there 
was no telling where it would on<l. The 
law which leaves it to the judges to di;- 
cide election petitions was a propm- law. 
The legislature could iiass the bill pro- 
posed, he did not deny that, but it was 
nevertludess a viidalioii of the eoiistitu- 
tioii. Ho moved the folbiwiug resolu- 
tion, the reading of which was froijut-ntly 
interauptcd by applause: 

Whereas a bill entitled "\n act to make

.Villi, further, that this nuilin^- licnliv 
ri-quests the chairman and scrrel.iry of 
tlie meeting in Its name to iirejiarc and 
fnrward a petition to tUe legislature, em- 
liodylng these resolutions, and praying that 
the said bill do not become Inn-. 

Mr. Boavon hoped the resolution would 
meet with uiiiiuiiiioiis suppoit as it i on 
tiiined the princiides that he enunciated. 
Tho most unseemly act in connection 
with the whole affair was the act of oik 
of the members, he should say gentle- 
men, which the bill proposed to provide 
with a seat, actunlly sitting iti the liousi 
and voting for the bill; voting himself 
into a setit in the legislature. He could 
think of nothing more unseemly. Be- 
sides being contrary to constitutional 
precedent to pass n bill before the speech 
had been considered, it was a. gross act 
of discourtesy to tho- representative of 
Her .Alajesty and if tlio Lieutenant-Gov- 
enior consented to thc^bill ho would place 
himself iu a most unenvuiblc position.

The tenders bad to be 
in by a specilied time. Mr. Griint for- 
warded his, anil two days after tho tend- 
ers were to be o|)ened. lie liaiipened to 
he in a rival eslahlislinient. lhat of the 
rrnvinee, and to his astonishiueiii hidndd 
the work already half dime. It would 
have taken the best designer at least 
one week to prepare the stone, etc., for 
the press. This certainly demands in- 
vestigation.

It is uol too much 
to say that you are on trial before the 
bur of public opiui<iii of Canada. 

Vdu will be asUed to assent to Hill Xo. 
2, which is a measure intended to post- 
Ijoue the trials of the election petitions 
against Messrs. I'rcntice and l.)eane un- 
til after the session of the house. 

This is strictly a partizaa measure. 
Its sole object is to secure a unijority for 
the government. We slate the ease 
briefly, because we do not believe your 
jidvisors will state it to you honestly. 

Mr. .7. D. rrontico was rettirned a 
mend)er-elect for East Lillooct. A peti- 
lion was tiled against him on tlic ground 
that ho was not qualified to be a candi- 
date.

1ice, yon will be asked to override the 
<oustitution of Hritish Columbia by de- 
claring that a man may sit and vote in 
the house and be protected from any 
l)cnalty, even though he may not be 
»inalified. Wo draw your attention to the 
fact thai, it has not been asserteil that 
Mr. Prentice was (lualilied to be a candi- 
date at the time of his election. Yon 
are aslced to assent to his being declared 
entitled to sit by an ex post facto act. 
"\N'c need hardly remind you that the 
record of the political party in federal 
politics, with which you have benui asso- 
ciated and to which you owe youi- eleva- 
tion to the responsible and honorable 
office now fdlod by you, has been bitter- 
ly hostile (o anything; resembling o.x 
post facto legislation. You are doubt- 
less familiar with the early days of Cnn- 
feduration, as well at Ottawa as in the 
four original provinces, and you will re- 
ctill with what a cry of indignation any 
atlemiit (o IcKislale aw;iy vested rights 
or 1o [irovide by a rel i-onclivc meas\n-e 
Jigainst omissions or defaults of any 
kind, was greeted by all political p.irties. 

The case of Mr. Deano is as follows:

that it is bettor that two constituencies 
shall bo tuiroprosented during a. session, 
than that the constitution of the prov- 
iiKv shall be violated for parli/.au pnr- 
])osos, ami tliat tlie iiriiiciplc.s of Hritish 
fair play shotdd he grossly disregarded; 
and second, that it does not follow that 
)is the result of the unseating of .Messrs', 
Prentice and Deano, tlie congtltucneics. 
for which it is' sought to legiiilnte thoin 



into a seat, will bo unrepresented. Y'ou 
do not know and have no means of as- 
certaiaiag, and none of your advisers is 
in any better position in this matter 
tliau you arc yourself, that the court will 
not. if it finds Mr. Prentice dis(iiialined, 
eertify tlmt the return should be amend- 
ed si)' that the seat shall bo taken by 
.Mr. Stoddart, and likewise you do not 
know and cannot in any manner ascer- 
tain whether the court will not on a re-- 
count scat Mr. Martin for North Yale. 
You 1 re asked to assume that the two 
seats will bo vacant if not filled by legis- 
lative enactment, a ll\ing which you can- 
not do, in justice to yoiu-selt and your 
reputation as a public- man, and it-you 
could do it, you can hardly make your- 
self !i party to the seating of any man 
in the liouse by legislation. 

AVe present for your consideinition this 
dilemma in which your advisers find 
theinsolves: If Messrs. ■ Prentice and 

Dciiue ar ititled to the seats, which it 

is pnipdsed to give tliciu by li'gislation. 
no legislation is necessary. _ :Mr. Deane 
already occupies the seat and has a legal 
riglit to do so until the return has been 
amended. .Mr. rrentic-e lias not taken 
his scat, ami nvc suliinit to you that tlie 
reason lie h.is not done so can only be 
that he believes he would be liable to n 
penally if ho did. The government 
must either be asking your assent to 
legislation which is needless, dv I Icy 
ari' asking yen l<i be a inu-ly to ibe mak- 
ing ni i-eiii-(>si'nlalivcs by act nf the 
legislature, wiiicli is a thing iiiduNird of 
in the annals of British parliaments. 

Wo beg also to direct your atl<>iitidii 
I.I the fact thai Ibis cti.se is very diirerciil 
fium dill' whei-c Ihr .iiU'sl idiis ,-11 issue 
involve only charges of iniscDmluct <lur- 
ing the election. The practice la most, 
if not nil the provinces is not to allow 
these to come on during the sessi(ni of 
(he legislature. Ituf ill these cases (lie 
bjeetion to tlio sitting member is funda- 
inental. Against one of them the objec- 
tion is that he was not qualified to be a 
candidate, and against the other that he 
was not in point of fact eli'cted. Yeiir 
advisors cannot show you n precedent 
where eleetiou eases of this nature have 
been postponeil over a meeting of the 
legislature. 

We also direct ydur altentidU to the 
fact that the address has not yet passed 
the house, and that you are to bo the 
first represiMUative of the sovereign 
power of this realm, who was ever 
asked to go down to the hdiise and as- 
sent Id a bill before the house had e.\- 
teiiilcil Id you. as the representative' of 
such sovereign authority, the courtesy of 
replying to the speech, with which ns 
such representative you opened the legis- 
lature. Wo believe (hat yon have too 
liigh a cduccplidii df the dignity df ynur 
ollleo to allow it to be trailed in the mire 
of party politics, and to be the first to 
set an o.vample that partiznn politicians 
may with effrontery disreganl the coiir- 
lesy, which has ever been exlemlcil to 
the sovereign power or its rcpresentativo 
friom thni^ immemorial. Wo believe that 
you will refuse to set a precedent in 
this matter, especially ns in setting siieli 
a iirecedont you are aiding in interfer- 
iiig with the regular course of business 
in the courts of the land. We decline to 
believe that .vou hold the view insisted 
upon by some, that the lieiilonant-govor- 
iior is a more puppet in tlio hands of his 
advisers. 1( may be that party govern- 
nient has reached sii<-li an exlrenie. that 
an niiscrupulous political li'uder can per- 
suade his sniipnrters to follow him 
through any political nastinoss, wliicli he 
thinks will help him to hold on to oflice; 
but Wi) utterly decline to think that you. 
whose position is iiliove the level of 
party politics, that you, who have the 
groat honor to represent the sovereign 
power of this greatest of enipin^s. will 
lierinit yourself ami your high otlice tii 
be made a mere tool in the liaiids of 
sncli a iniin.

Mi: D. \V. IJigRins presented a very 
cxtniordinary spcctablo as chairman of 
the committee of the whole on the bill to 
seat. Mosssrs. Preatice and Deane. His 
rulings were of the most arbitrary kind, 
lie was placed in the chair, bocauso it 
was felt that he would employ all the 
tricks, of procedure to prevent the oppo- 
sition having the legitimate advantages 
uccordod them under the rules oC the 
house.

Wo arc greatly siirprisiil at the par 
pbiycd liy Mr. lligghis. Our impres- 
sion lias been that he would show some 
little sLiirit at the troiittnciit ho has re- 
ceived at the hands of Mr. Sendiii and 
his colleagues. Uul it sceias ns if be dm-s 
lint. If is surprising that so old and 
wary a politician .should not have scon 
that lie was tumbling into a trap laid for 
hiin by Mr. Martin. Wo cau fancy the 
.Vtlorney-Gonoriil soliquiziiig as follows: 
"Now. there is lliggins. Jtumor says 
that his allegiance is shaky. We will 
put him in the cliair of this committee 
anil he win commit himself so tar to us 
that he can never get back." • So Mr, 
lliggins was called to the chair, and 
pla.ved Mr. Martin's little giinie.

There was no iireee- 
deiit for the notion proposed by the gov- 
ernment. The bill was an atrocity from 
the fact that it took the power of elec- 
ting members out: of the hiiiids of the 
people and further it was an enabling 
iiill to seat members who it might bo 
shown had no right to take tho seats.; 
It .wji.s not only, llb'sj . tho^ ^overnnient' 
were cndenvoring to estabHsU ■fi''b"(id"pfS'' 
cedent. The goverament should take a 



day or two to eonsiiler the qiiostiou 
and not attempt lo rush the bill through. 
The.r might say that the two districts 
sliouh! not ii,, unrepresented, but tliat 
was iioiiseiisical. The real reason was to 
1111- I .secure a majority without the vote of the 
people. U'liey had the same object in 
view 111 calling the house together witli 
.siKli undue haste. Never before bad a 
legishitnre been called together and ask- 
ed to proceed with the liusiness of tho 
country before the puhlie accounts were 
ready. On every previous occasion tlie 
pnbli,' aeeoimts had been brought down 
on the opeiiiui,- da.v, hut here the house 
had been in session for a week and tlie 
accounts were not ready. Taking up tho 
bill, Mr. 'I^irner read the preamble and 
pointed out that it was a contradiction. 
Ihe preamble said that the memher for 
Fast Lillooet did not know whether he 
was qualified to be a candidate at the 
election. A gentleman of his intelligence 
must know whether he was qualified, 
llien tho proposal to take election trials 
put of the hands of the courts was an 
immoral measure. There was a very 
strong feeling throughout the province 
against the measure and it should not be 
forced through the house. 

Mil BOOTH also thought that the 
bill should not bo forced through. One 
of file members the hill proposed to seat 
was already in the liouse, while the other 
was afraid lo take his seat. The pre- 
ceileiit was a bad one for if the house 
could seat a member for one session they 
could seat them for four sessions. 

MB. MePHILLIPS contended that 
the motion of Mr. Turner should prevail. 
For years it had been the practice to al- 
low the courts to decide election petitions 
and there was no good reason for a de- 
parture from the practice in this case. 
The bill offered no relief to the member 
for North Yale, who lind already taken 
his s'eat. As to tho member for East 
Lillooet, it must be assumed that he was 
disqualified otherwise ho would have t.tii- 
eii his seat. The Jegislntioa was a d.m- 
gcrous form and bad precedent. The At- 
torney-General had beou asked to pro- 
duce preeeilents but the only one he had 
mentioned was in Ontario statute. 
Looking at that statute it was scon tliat 
the act only provided that a petition 
against a duly qualified member could 
not be Iieard during a session without 
tliat inombor's consent. The present 
case was entirely difrerent. Here it was 
proposed to seat a member whom it was 
presumed was disqualified. Tho govern- 
ment might just as well proixiso to seat 
an American citizen. The bill was an 
outrage on the privilege of the courts and 
unless driven to pass it the house should 
refuse to do so. He had yet to hear any- 
thing from the government side which 
would induce him to chance his mind. 
Tlie spectacle in regard to East Lillooet 
was, if Mr. Prentice was disqualified, to 
make a dl$qual.tfie<l man .Qualified. It 
was proposed to make void votes good 
ones. The bill proposed to curtail the 
rights which .had been conceded to the 
people. 

MR. MJ;BRIDE— opened by referring 
to the bill as an iniquitous measure. 

Jlr. Speaker called the member to or- 
der and said the language used was un- 
pa rliamentnry. 

Mr. McBride- Well, I will refer to the 
hill as an obnoxious one. 

Continuing, Mr. McBride said he chal- 
lenged the title of the bill. The Atlor- 
ne.v-General. with his usual euniiing, 
had intituled the bill "An act to make 
provision for the trial of certain election 
lietitions after the session of the house 
of assembly." It was not a bill " to 
make provision for the trial." but for 
Ihe ndjoiiriiiiieiit of the trial. The lull 
should not 1)0 ruslieil through, fur he 
was sur»> that if the government mem- 
bers hnd time to digest the measiire 
they would not support it. 'I'he govern- 
liii'iit iM-o])(ised to say to Mr. .Stoddart. 
the iietitioiier, when he appi-areil in court 
on Tliursday witli his counsel and bis 
witnesses: "You go home and )>ay yioir 
eiainsel ami witnessi^s; the le^:islii t are 
has settled this ease," despite the fact 
that ho had complied with tlie require- 

nts of tho law. 

Mr. Martin (Rossland) interjected a 
remark.

.Speaker ruled that the present was a 
public bill, and appeal being taken to ilie 
house from thi> decision of the Chair, 
that decision was sustained.

Mr. Higgins soon after took a pomt of 
order that general discussion was not 
permissible on a motion for the recom- 
mittal of the bill.

Mr. Eberts concluding a forceful a.l- 
dress, the debate was continued by Mr.

HON. MR. MARTIN, replying to the 
opposition challenge that members of the 
government had declined to discuss the 
bill, said that his reasons had been amply 
and dearly given at the second reading.

iCiovenimeiit upplausei. lie denied that 
this bill was necessary to enable llie 
government to maintain u majority in 
the house, for in the absence ot the 
member for East Lillooct, a test vote in 
the house liadtsho^yn the government to 
be supported hfiti majdrtty.of six.

'Co as far back 
in this authority as IS.'.l, and the case 
of I'.aroii de Itothschild would bo found, 
wherein upon election the member for 
the ciiv of London found himself unabli'? 
to taki' his seat in parliament through 
his inability to subscribe to the conclud- 
ing iiaragraph of the oath, a dechirntioii 
of belief in the Christian religion, where- 
as the elected member wns of the tiiicient 
faith. But did the government of Fug 
land bring in a special act to place 
Haron de Rolhs.hild In his seat'/ iNot 
in the least. 'Pin; City of London was 
left unreiiresented for seven years, until 
public opinion so cliiiiiged that the coii- 
cluding words of the (iiith, "on the faith 
of a Christian," were abamloiied. The 
eases of Mr. Solomon and .Mr. Prad- 
laugh might also be cited as contradict- 
ing the attitude and eontenlioii of the 
government 011 the jiri'sent occasion. The 
grcnind advanced by the government, that 
the bill was in the interest of public pol- 
!<-y was iiiiteiiable and uiilirecedeiited in 
the history of conslitutional goveriinient 
in all parts of the world. There could 
be no two opinions on the subject of this 
bill. Its wdiole scope anil object, no 
matter how disgnised, was ro place on 
the lloor of the house, as a government 
supporter, a gentleman by law disqnali- 
lied frimi being a member of the British 
Columbia legi.slature. The Attoriiey- 
Ceiieral had said that he believed .Mr. 
Prenticij to be pro|K'rly ipialified— that 
other legal gentlemen had said so. But 
what in the face- of this statement did 
the bill Itself show? It showed that 
Mr. Prentice could liavft no faith in the 
ropresontationa of his counsel or their 
legal friends; and that, by its relief 
provisions, the members of the happy 
family government who were responsible 
for this bill, showed their agreement in 
tlie belief that Mr. Prentice was not 
Qualifled without the' passage '•'(if this 
special legislation.

New Salmon Fishing Kegulations Cou- 
demned— Other Imiiortant Sub- 
jects Discussed. 

The council Of the 1 boardJ'of^'tradB i'mct 
yesterday afternoon, President Klrlj Ini the 

chair, and polished off quite a little busi- 
ness. The prluclpal discussion arose over 
the new saluion rogulutlous issued by the 
Uuiiilulon government. 

.Mr. \Y. A. Ward brouglit up the matter 
by saying tliat (he new regulatlous were 
perfectly unworkable, and could do a vast 
amount of injury to the saimoa cannery 
business,', flahermeii as well as eaunerd. 
The rogulalions Insisted upon every Usher- 
man who took out a license being a Brit- 
isli subject and registering as a ilsbcrman 
bv .Inniuuj" 1. Nuw, Boiiie of the llshermen 
lived In tile norlh end of the Island and 
oilier pans of the pruvliice, us they moved 
abinit In various other occupations after 
the close of the salmon Usbury season 
till the canneries were ready to open again. 
It would cost a luau more than most llsh- 
ermen could alTord to come down to West- 
minster just for the purpoae of registering.

Tin- 
Iioiiilnlon government got .fUO.OOl) a year 
out of the llshermen and eauuers, and 
were very lax in expending any of that 
am iiiiit to benefit those engaged In the 
biislnes.s. Ho moved; seconded by Sir. S.

I'acillc railway. The visit to Victoria was 
to llnd out whether tho people here wanted 
I'onnectlon by means of a ferry with the 
road at I'ort Angeles. 

Aid. Williams suggested tluit a oomit- 
tee sliouUi be appointed to meet the rail- 
way visitors to confer on the inatlcr. 

In reply to a (luesllon by President Kirk, 
who" WHS in tho chair. Air. Lehman said that 
certainly the railway would require assist- 
ance of some sort from the city, audhls 
idea was that It would be Ijest for Victoria 
to |iut ou tile (orry for trans]iortliig the 
ears neniss the Straits.
